Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  to  cooperate  with  the  State  in 
control  of  White  Pine  Bhster  Rust.    ($100.00) 

Art.  17  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Seven 
Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($750.00)  for  the  support  of  the  Town 
Libraries. 

Art.  18  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Four 
Thousand  Dollars  ($4,000.00)  for  tarring  and  sealing  high- 
ways, ($4,000.00)  to  be  expended  only  for  tar  materials. 

Art.  19  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two 
Thousand  Dollars  ($2,000.00)  for  the  maintenance  and  im- 
provement of  parks  and  playgrounds.    ($2,000.00) 

Art.  20  Voted  to  reopen  as  a  public  highway  that  part 
of  the  Camp  Manning  Road,  formerly  known  as  the  Old 
Mountain  Road,  which  leads  Easterly  from  the  Guinea  Ridge 
Road,  from  the  Westerly  Boundary  of  property  of  Leo  Found- 
ation, Inc.  to  the  Easterly  end  of  the  abutment  of  the  Bridge 
over  Moulton  Brook,  which  was  closed  subject  to  gates  and 
bars  at  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  11,  1952. 

Art.  21  Voted  to  include  in  all  future  town  reports  the 
votes  given  for  all  candidates  who  have  filed  for  public  office 
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and  the  votes  given  for  all  others  who  have  received  more 
than  ten  (10)  votes. 

Art.  22  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  at 
auction  the  1935  or  1936  R  D  Caterpillar  Tractor  with  snow- 
plov/  owned  by  the  Town. 

Art.  23  Voted  to  expend  from  capital  reserve  funds  de- 
signated for  "Soldiers  Memorial",  such  sum  as  will  be  neces- 
sary to  provide  suitable  grave  markers  for  veterans'  graves 
as  may  be  withoiLjt  proper  markers  in  the  several  cemeteries 
of  the  Town  of  Gilmanton;  and  also  such  sums  as  may  be 
necessary  to  provide  a  suitable  marker  for  installation  at 
Smith  Meeting  House  Cemetery  to  be  inscribed  with  the 
names  of  veterans  whose  graves  have  become  lost  within  the 
Town  of  Gilmanton;  such  expenditures  not  to  exceed  the 
$718.46  now  remaining  in  the  said  fund;  and,  after  the  afore- 
said expenditures  have  been  accomplished,  to  transfer  the 
balance  of  said  funds  to  the  General  Funds  of  the  Town. 

Art.  24  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  expend  such 
part  of  the  Loon  Pond  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  now  amounting 
to  Three  Thousand  and  Seventy  Dollars  and  Fifty-Seven 
Cents  ($3,070.57),  as  may  be  required  to  purchase  additional 
land  at  Loon  Pond,  if  and  when  it  becomes  available,  for  use 
for  parking  and  public  facilities. 

Art.  25  Voted  to  discontinue,  at  the  annual  Town  Meet- 
ing in  March,  1969,  the  election  by  ballot  of  two  highway 
agents;  and  in  place  thereof,  elect  one  highway  agent,  by 
ballot,  for  a  period  of  three  (3)  years.  (This  article  was 
amended  from  its  original  insertion). 

Art.  26  Voted  to  increase  the  membership  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board  from  five  to  seven  members.   RSA  36:4. 

Art.  27  Voted  to  authorize  and  empower  the  Plarming 
Board  to  approve  or  disapprove,  in  its  discretion,  plans  show- 
ing streets  or  the  widening  thereof,  or  parks,  and  upon  adop- 
tion of  this  article  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk  to 
file  with  the  Registry  of  Deeds  of  the  County  of  Belknap,  a 
Certificate  or  note  showing  that  said  Planning  Board  has 
been  so  authorized,  giving  the  date  of  authorization,  as 
provided  in  RSA  36:19-29. 

Art.  28  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appMDint  a 
Building  Inspector  as  authorized  in  RSA  156:1.  86  Yes  40  No 
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Art.  29  Voted  to  adopt  the  following  Town  Ordinances, 
as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board,  for  the  purpose  of  regul- 
ating the  duties  of  the  Building  Inspector: 

1.  Building  Inspector 

Appointment:  The  Building  Inspector  shall  be  appoint- 
ed annually  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  In  the  event  of 
the  death,  disability,  resignation,  or  disqualification  of 
the  Building  Inspector,  the  Selectmen  shall  appoint  an 
Inspector  to  service  in  his  place.  The  Selectmen  may, 
for  cause  and  by  majority  vote,  disquaHfy  the  Building 
Inspector  at  any  time. 

2.  Duties  of  the  Building  Inspector:  The  Building  Inspec- 
tor shall: 

a.  Receive  applications  and  fees  for  the  erection  and/or 
alterations  of  buildings. 

b.  Make  available  applications  in  duplicate. 

c.  Keep  complete  records  of  his  action  on  all  applica- 
tions along  with  the  duplicates  of  said  applications. 

d.  Promptly  inspect  sites  of  proposed  building  or  build- 
ings to  be  altered. 

e.  Issue  or  deny  residential  permits  within  five  (5)  days 
of  receipt  of  application. 

f.  Regularly  inspect  buildings  during  the  process  of 
erection  or  alterations.  In  the  process  of  new  construc- 
tion the  following  four  inspections  shall  be  made  as  each 
of  the  indicated  stages  of  the  work  has  been  completed. 

(1)  Footings  and  foundations. 

(2)  Rough  framing,  plumbing,  electrical  wiring,  and 
chimney  erection. 

(3)  Sewerage  system  or  waste  disposal. 

(4)  Final  inspection. 

g.  Report  violations  of  this  ordinance  immediately  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

h.  Take  such  action  in  the  enforcement  of  this  Ordin- 
ance as  may  be  directed  by  the  Selectmen, 
i.  Deposit  with  the  Town  Treasurer  all  fees  collected  by 
him  under  this  Ordinance. 

j.  Act  in  cooperation  with  fire  authorities  in  any  matter 
in  which  their  duties  as  prescribed  by  law  may  coincide 
or  confhct. 

3.  Duties  of  the  Applicant 

a.  Any  person,  persons,  partnership,  or  corporation  in- 
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tending  to  construct  a  new  building  or  to  make  exterior 
structual  alterations,  said  alterations  to  exceed  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  in  value,  shall  first  make 
application  for  a  permit  on  forms  obtained  from  the 
Building  Inspector. 

( 1 )  Said  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  sketch 
or  plan  of  the  proposed  building  or  alterations. 

(2)  Said  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  signed 
statement  of  the  intended  use  of  the  building  upon 
completion  of  construction  or  alteration. 

b.  The  applicant  shall  display  prominently  at  the  site 
of  the  construction  or  alteration  a  card  issued  by  the 
Building  Inspector  evidencing  his  permit. 

c.  The  applicant  shall  make  the  premises  accessible  to 
the  Building  Inspector  at  reasonable  times  for  the  per- 
formance of  his  duties. 

4.  Application  Fees:  A  fee  of  50  cents  per  $1,000  valuation 
up  to  $10,000.  $1.00  per  $1,000  valuation  thereafter, 
(minimum  fee  $1.00)  shall  accompany  each  application 
for  a  permit. 

5.  Compensation  of  Building  Inspector 

The  selectmen  shall  remit,  as  compensation  to  the 
Building  Inspector,  in  quarterly  installments,  the  total 
amount  of  the  fees  collected  by  the  Building  Inspector 
during  the  preceding  quarter. 

The  following  motion  as  an  expression  of  appreciation  to 
Mrs.  Florence  C.  Bordeau  for  her  faithful  and  untiring  ser- 
vices to  the  Town  of  Gilmanton,  in  many  capacities  during 
the  past  forty  years,  and  that  a  copy  of  same  be  presented 
to  Mrs.  Bordeau:

1.  a.  Toward  a  better  understanding  of  the  foregoing  financial 
report  it  is  considered  desirable  to  again  identify  the  two  accounts 
v/hich  are  maintained  by  this  department.  Our  PRIMARY  account, 
(above  report),  reflects  all  credits  from  Town  appropriations  and  all 
debits  for  costs  which  are  considered  to  be  essential  for  departmental 
operations.  To  our  SPECIAL  ACCOUNT  are  posted  as  miscellaneous 
receipts  such  as  the  profits  from  our  annual  Labor  Day  Carnival  and 
our  solicitation  campaign.  This  account  is  debited  for  all  miscellaneous 
expenditures  not  considered  to  be  100%  essential  to  the  operation  of 
the  department,  (i.e.  postage,  stationary,  dry  hydrants  on  private 
property,  flowers,  open  house,  carnival  expenditures,  etc.)  and  for 
all  transfers  to  the  PRIMARY  account. 

b.  It  will  be  noted  that  for  the  year  1968  transfers  of  $1,466.10 
were  made  from  the  SPECIAL  to  the  PRIMARY  account.  For  the 
year  1967  this  transfer  was  in  the  amount  of  $1,287.10.    Both  of  these 
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entries  represent  an  appreciable  further  contribution  of  time  and 
effort  on  tile  part  of  the  members  of  tliis  department  in  their  efforts 
to  expend  a  maximum  of  community  service. 

2.  During  the  past  year  the  following  items  of  important  equipment 
have  been  purchased: 

6  additional  Plectron  radio  receivers  which  currently  enables 
this  department  to  receive  fire  alarm  signals  at  23  separate 
locations  thereby  assuring  maximum  response  to  any  alarm 
for  any  purpose;  fire — rescue — or  other.  We  are  pardonably 
proud  of  our  current  alarm  system  and  consider  it  to  be  un- 
matched by  any  community  of  our  size  and  by  many  greatly 
exceeding  ours  in  both  area  and  population  served. 
2  Survair  back  packs  with  all  essential  accessories  and  two  spare 
cylinders.  This  equipment  enables  our  firefighter  personnel  to 
enter  smoke  filled  building  for  both  rescue  and  firefighting 
purposes. 
15  Helmets,  firefighter.  These  helmets  are  of  superior  quality 
and  are  mounted  on  Engine  One  on  a  mounting  board  prepared 
especially  for  this  purpose. 

(100'  of  ly-i'  hose  and  150'  of  V-f-^'  hose  has  been  ordered,  not 
yet  received). 

3.  This  department  has  enthusiastically  given  financial  support 
through  the  SPECIAL  account,  and  personnel  support  to  the  Gilmanton 
Rescue  Squad  which  is  a  joint  operation  of  the  Director  of  Civil  Defense 
ana  the  two  Fire  Departments  of  the  Town.  It  is  recommended  that 
everyone  become  familiar  with  this  essential  service  and  to  avail 
themselves  of  same  should  the  need  arise. 

4.  Although  the  ladies  of  the  members  of  this  department  have 
always  responded  to  any  need  for  their  services,  several  events  of  the 
past  brought  to  mind  the  likelihood  that  they  could  better  serve  the 
department  within  the  framework  of  an  organizational  structure. 
Toward  that  end  they  have  organized  a  Ladies  Auxiliary  which  has 
proven  its  value  upon  several  occasions  and  gives  much  promise  of 
future  service  and  benefit  to  the  department. 

5.  We  do  graciously  acknowledge  that  the  extra  financial  support 
extended  to  this  department  by  many  who  cannot  operate  within  our 
physical  workings  is  a  manner  of  participation  for  which  we  are 
indeed  grateful.  Again  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciations  for  these 
extra  supports  and  renew  our  pledge  to  provide  a  maximum  of  service 
to  our  town.

PEAKED  HILL  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Peaked  Hill  Fire  De- 
partment has  gone  through  the  year  1968  with  very  few  fires, 
thanks  to  everyone's  care  with  open  fire  in  and  around  their 
homes. 

We  have  placed  three  new  Rural  Hydrants  around  town, 
one  at  the  water  hole  of  Arthur  Daigneau,  one  at  Beach  1 
and  one  at  Beach  2  at  Sawyer  Lake. 

The  second  floor  room  at  the  fire  station  has  been  com- 
pleted and  we  now  have  a  meeting  room  approximately  24 
feet  by  60  feet  which  is  large  enough  to  seat  the  Mutual  Aid 
members  when  they  meet  with  us. 

Two  overhead  doors  were  installed  in  the  room  at  the 
rear  of  the  fire  station.  This  makes  space  for  the  forestry 
truck,  also  the  rescue  truck,  if  it  is  ever  stored  at  this  end 
of  town. 

Two  very  successful  Clam  Bakes  were  held  at  the  Smith 
Meeting  grounds,  one  in  July  and  one  in  August.  These  give 
us  our  added  income  that  we  use  in  our  building  projects. 

The  outside  of  the  firehouse  received  a  much  needed 
coat  of  paint.  This  was  done  by  our  members  on  week  ends 
and  evenings. 

This  department  still  has  a  serious  man  power  shortage 
Monday  through  Friday  from  6  A.M.  to  5  P.M.  Most  of  our 
members  work  out  of  town  and  are  not  available  during  the 
day  time.  Eventually  the  town  should  hire  a  fireman  to  be 
on  duty  at  the  station  from  7  A.M.  to  5  P.M.  Monday 
through  Friday. 

Please  remember  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Board  of  Fire  Control.  Get  your  permit  from 
your  fire  department  before  installing  any  power  oil  burners.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
&  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


People  cause  fires.  Our  records  show  that  the  number 
of  fires  increase  in  an  area  as  the  population  increases  and 
our  state  is  growing  tremendously.  This  means  that  we  all 
must  be  aware  of  fire  causes  and  do  our  best  to  prevent  their 
occurrence. 

When  we  are  very  young  the  lighted  matches  is  an 
adventure,  burnt  fingers  and  a  dropped  match  is  another  fire. 
A  little  older  we  like  to  have  a  woodland  cookout,  or  go  out 
by  ourselves  for  a  smoke  but  fire  and  forest  get  together  for 
another  statistic.  We  adults  like  to  clean  up  in  the  spring, 
burn  the  old  debris  and  the  dead  grass,  result  —  escaped  fires 
and  much  personal  expense. 

With  new  homes  and  summer  cottages  located  in  wood- 
lands and  with  abandoned  fields  and  forests  crowding  the 
back  yard  of  our  villages'  streets,  it  is  necessary  that  everyone 
be  aware  all  through  the  fire  season,  which  comes  with  the 
disappearance  of  the  snow,  of  the  need  to  be  careful  with 
outdoor  fires  and  fire  sources. 

The  following  action  will  help: 

1.  To  teach  our  children  the  danger  of  lighted  matches. 

2.  To  never  discard  lighted  smoking  material  from  a  car 
or  while  walking  through  fields  or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  dispose  of  rubbish  preferably  at  the  town 
dump.    If  you  must  burn  — 

a.  You  need  a  written  permit  from  the  town  fire 
warden  for  all  debris  burning  except  v/hen  the 
ground  is  covered  with  snow.  Cooking  fires  in  out- 
door fireplaces  or  in  charcoal  brasiers  in  your  own 
back  yard  is  permitted  on  notification  of  the 
warden. 

b.  The  warden  is  forbidden  by  regulation  to  allow 
burning  of  household  rubbish  on  grass  by  house- 
holders between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M. 

c.  Have  equipment  on  hand  to  control  the  fire  before 
you  light  the  match.

4.  Promptly  report  any  fire  out  of  control  to  your  fire 
warden  or  fire  department.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE 


The  following  is  a  report  of  Civil  Defense  activities  for 
the  year. 

The  course  in  medical  self-help  and  first  aid  was  held 
as  planned.  Twenty- four  (24)  students  signed  up  for  same. 
Twenty  (20)  received  diplomas  in  medical  self-help  and/or 
first  aid.  Other  courses  can  be  arranged  I  am  sure  if  and 
when  interest  would  so  warrant. 

I  am  especially  pleased  to  announce  the  formation  of  a 
rescue  squad  now  in  service  in  our  community.  The  squad 
members  have  worked  tirelessly  in  their  efforts  to  paint, 
repair  and  equip  this  fine  piece  of  equipment.  To  really 
appreciate  this  emergency  service  that  the  squad  members 
have  made  possible,  I  would  suggest  that  you  study  their 
truck  and  its  contents,  speak  with  the  members  and  let  them 
demonstrate  their  many  and  varied  skills  that  could  serve 
you  so  well  in  an  emergency  situation. 

Civil  Defense  funds,  this  past  year,  were  expended  in 
most  part  on  this  rescue  truck  so  that  it  could  be  put  into 
service  at  the  earliest  possible  moment;  also  to  the  school 
district  for  use  of  the  elementary  school  where  our  training 
classes  in  medical  self-help  and  first  aid  were  held, 
fine  support  of  our  appropriation  request  at  town  meeting.

Pursuant  to  the  affirmative  vote  on  Article  27  of  warrant 
voted  upon  at  Town  Meeting  held  March  12,  1968,  which 
authorized  the  Planning  Board  to  draw  up  a  set  of  Sub- 
Division  Regulations,  your  Planning  Board  has  expended  its 
maximum  effort  during  this  past  year  toward  the  accomplish- 
ment of  that  directive. 

For  this  purpose  many  meetings  were  held  throughout 
the  remainder  of  the  year.  Much  use  was  made  of  available 
text  and  sample  material.  Initially,  the  first  draft  of  our 
proposed  Sub-Division  Regulations  was  submitted  to  the 
Planning  Division  of  the  N.H.  Department  of  Resources  and 
Economic  Development  for  review  and  recommendation.  The 
resulting  review  offered  several  items  of  correctional  directive 
plus  several  additional  items  upK)n  which  suggestive  recom- 
mendations were  given. 

Both  categories  of  recommendations  were  carefully  con- 
sidered by  your  board  with  a  resulting  second  edition  of  our 
proposed  regulations.  This  document  was  then  submitted  to 
legal  council  for  review  as  to  legality  with  a  similar  result; 
three  items  of  correctional  directive  and  several  items  for 
suggestive  consideration. 

The  resulting  third  edition  of  our  proposed  Sub-Division 
Regulations  will  be  submitted  to  the  towns-people  at  a  public 
hearing  to  be  held  January  14,  1969. 

It  is  considered  that  the  proposed  regulations  are  not 
overly  restrictive  in  nature;  that  they  will  provide  for  the 
orderly  sub-division  and  development  of  property  in  such 
manner  as  to  serve  the  best  interests  of  the  town  and  all  of 
its  taxpayers,  and  other  citizens,  and  that  they  have  properly 
withstood  searching  administrative  and  legal  reviews. 

With  this  important  milestone  of  Sub-Division  Regula- 
tions hopefully  behind  us  the  members  of  your  board  have 
scheduled  two  most  important  subjects  for  primary  consider- 
ation in  the  immediate  future.   They  are: 

a.  Study  of  all  town  roads  to  include  their  use;  (school 
bus  routes,  RFD  mail  routes,  commercial  delivery  routes  and 
other  vehicular  traffic),  maintenance  problems  and  costs  of 
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same  and  many  other  factors  worthy  of  consideration.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  study  wdll  result  in  reasonable  recommenda- 
tions as  to  priorities  for  construction,  hard  topping,  etc.,  as 
will  assure  the  greatest  benefit  per  tax  dollar  of  expenditure 
to  the  maximum  benefit  of  the  Town. 

b.  The  current  state  law  which  will  prohibit  the  dis- 
posal of  garbage  and  trash  in  open  dumps  as  of  July  1,  1970, 
presents  this  town  with  a  very  important  "planning"  prob- 
lem regardless  of  how  ill  thought  of  the  word  "plamiing"  is 
to  many.  In  simple  English  now  is  the  time  for  this  town  to 
do  some  forward  looking  "planning"  on  this  subject.  We  can 
plan  now  rather  than  to  be  confronted  with  a  disastrous  situ- 
ation along  about  June  of  1970.  Your  Planning  Board  will 
be  devoting  a  great  deal  of  effort  on  this  subject,  hopefully 
to  have  some  firm  recommendations  for  consideration  at 
Town  Meeting  to  be  held  in  March,  1970.

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REPORT  OF  GILMANTON 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Smith  Pit  was  finally  (in  May)  transferred  to  the 
Town  of  Gilmanton,  without  cost  to  the  Town.  The  State 
retains  a  100'  right  of  way  across  the  northerly  end  of  the 
property  and  a  four  and  a  half  acre  plot  on  the  shore  for 
the  purpose  of  making  a  boat  launching  ramp  at  some  future 
date.  The  State  Highway  Dept.  erected  a  new  sign  at  the 
Smith  Meeting  House  road  and  an  important  "Stop"  sign 
on  Route  107  and  Sargent  Lake  road.  Although  this  area  is 
in  Belmont,  it  is  a  great  safety  factor  for  all  people  travelling 
Route  107.  This  sign  was  placed  at  the  instigation  of  your 
Commission. 

Two  Sugar  Maple  trees  were  planted  in  front  of  the 
Town  Hall. 

The  Town  map  was  finished  and  sold  to  the  public. 
There  was  a  profit  on  these  maps  which  was  divided,  $36.00 
each,  to  the  Boy  Scouts  and  the  Cub  Scouts  of  Gilmanton. 
Several  Soil  Survey  m.aps  were  made  for  the  Town  at  a  total 
cost  of  $13.00,  and  will  be  available  from  the  Selectmen. 
These  maps  should  be  of  untold  value  to  any  person  wishing 
to  build  or  sell  property  within  the  bounds  of  the  Town. 

A  new  Town  Nursery  was  put  in  (over  1500  items)  on 
the  grounds  of  the  new  school,  by  means  of  the  most  cooper- 
ative help  of:  Walter  Skantze,  William  Somero,  Col.  W. 
Emond,  George  Roberts,  Frank  Roberts,  Earl  Brown,  Howard 
Osier  and  Masters  Kenneth  McKenna  and  Dave  McKenna, 
Jr. 

Two  Sugar  Maples  were  planted  on  the  south  line  of 
the  school  property  and  a  Butternut  was  planted  near  the 
road,  at  the  north  end  of  the  property,  and  dedicated  to  the 
first  class  to  graduate  from  the  new  school.

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STATE  REPRESENTATIVE'S  REPORT 

1969  Bi- Annual  Session 

District  6  Barnstead  -  Gilmanton 


As  of  this  writing  only  13  legislative  days  have  passed, 
yet  the  session  promises  to  be  an  efficient  and  productive 
one  even  though  we  will  be  considering  some  highly  contro- 
versial subjects. 

In  September  the  Speaker  of  the  House  appointed  me 
to  one  of  the  eight  task  force  committees  to  study  the  pro- 
cedures of  the  House.  We  initiated  house  rules  to  improve 
the  efficiency  and  professional  quality  of  our  legislature  by 
establishing  deadlines  (1)  for  the  introduction  of  bills;  (2) 
for  early  consideration  of  bills  by  committee,  and  the  elimin- 
ation of  the  pocket  veto;  (3)  for  the  completion  of  action  by 
the  originating  house;  and  (4)  for  the  completion  of  final  leg- 
islative action. 

The  Speaker  of  the  House  has  assigned  me  to  the  Ap- 
propriations Committee  which  examines  and  takes  into  con- 
sideration the  state  of  the  treasury;  the  budget,  subjects  con- 
cerning the  financial  interests  of  the  state,  all  measures  carry- 
ing appropriations  of  state  money.  The  Appropriations  Com- 
mittee assumes  the  ultimate  responsibility  for  keeping  the 
state  budget  in  balance.  The  committee  will  hear  over  two 
hundred  budget  requests  and  review  the  Governor's  proposed 
budget. 

House  Speaker  Marshall  Cobleigh  also  chose  me  as 
Chairman  of  the  Press  and  Public  Information  Committee. 
For  the  first  time  all  major  daily  newspapers  are  covering  the 
legislative  activities. 

Extended  coverage  by  radio  and  television  stations  on  a 
regular  basis  has  helped  bring  a  more  balanced  picture  of  the 
legislative  activities  to  the  public. 

One  of  my  major  bills  introduced  to  date  is  H.B.  218  rel- 
ative to  the  state  council  on  aging.  This  council  would  admin- 
ister the  Older  American  Act  of  1965  and  would  provide  spe- 
cial services  and  opportunities  for  the  elderly  in  their  home 
communities. 
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I  have  drafted  a  bill  to  increase  Town  Road  Aid  for 
construction  or  reconstruction  of  town  highways,  a  bill  re- 
quiring toll  free  telephone  service  within  a  town's  boundaries, 
a  bill  requiring  reduced  telephone  rates  to  surrounding  towns, 
a  bill  to  provide  an  improved  appeal  system  for  state  employ- 
ees, plus  many  other  administrative  correction  bills  to  stream- 
line our  statutes. 

In  November  of  1968  I  requested  that  a  town  road  sur- 
vey be  conducted  by  Secondary  Roads  Division.  Commis- 
sioner Morton  granted  the  request  and  the  survey  should  be 
completed  by  the  summer  of  1969.  Gilmanton  was  one  of 
three  towns  in  the  entire  state  to  have  this  request  granted 
and  this  survey  will  be  helpful  to  the  Selectmen,  Town 
Planning  Board,  and  Road  Agent. 

A  "betterment  project"  will  be  started  this  spring  on 
Route  140  from  the  Iron  Works  Village  to  the  base  of  Hall's 
Hill.  This  $31,000  project  will  not  cost  the  town  any  money 
as  I  was  able  to  get  this  construction  on  the  priority  list  of 
projects.  A  continuing  effort  is  being  made  to  obtain  "better- 
ment projects"  for  other  parts  of  Route  140,  Route  107  and 
Route  129  within  the  town  boundaries. 

Requests  for  more  Right  of  Way  projects  to  ponds  and 
lakes  will  be  made  including  a  request  for  a  boat  ramp  on 
Crystal  Lake.  Federal  funds  from  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Re- 
creation are  available  for  tov/n  parks  if  the  controlling  agency 
(Conservation  Committee)  will  establish  a  plan.  We  must 
provide  better  recreational  areas  for  the  people  of  our  town. 

As  the  newly  elected  Chairman  of  the  County  Delega- 
tion, I  \vill  recommend  additional  Deputy  Sheriffs  for  Bel- 
knap County  to  provide  for  added  protection  against  theft 
and  vandalism  which  has  increased  rapidly  in  this  town  and 
the  county. 

The  population  increase,  industrial  growth  and  desire 
for  open  space  will  have  an  impact  on  Gilmanton  in  the  im- 
mediate future.  Unless  we  act  now,  our  town  wUl  not  remain 
a  desirable  place  in  v/hich  to  live.  I  respectfully  suggest  that 
the  proper  town  officials  take  the  appropriate  action  to  im- 
plement the  following  programs: 

(1)  A  central  office  for  all  town  officers. 

(2)  Combine  compatible  offices  and  provide  adequate  re- 
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muneration  for  services  provided. 

(3)  Establish  a  building  code  based  on  health  and  safety 
standards. 

(4)  Establish  a  flexible  zoning  ordinance  to  protect  present 
land  owners  and  historical  areas. 

(5)  Enforce  the  building  permit  ordinance. 

(6)  Provide  a  collection  area  for  junk  cars  and  enforce 
present  law  now  in  effect. 

(7)  Establish  a  tax  map  to  keep  more  oderly  tax  records 
and  to  guarantee  that  all  land  is  taxed. 

(8)  Establish  a  bookkeeping  system  that  could   use  the 
services  of  established  banks. 

(9)  Establish  a  town  road  priority  schedule  for  construc- 
tion of  town  roads  with  T.R.A.  and  town  funds. 

( 10)   Establish  a  Department  of  Public  Works  to  maintain  all 
iown  roads,  town  cemeteries  and  town  parks. 

The  challenge  is  to  develop  a  town  government  capable  of 
action  on  problems  rather  than  belatedly  reacting  under 
pressure. 

At  stake  is  the  future  of  town  government  in  a  comply 
technological  era.  The  rewards  of  town  government  reforms 
can  mean  better  use  of  tax  money.  The  rewards  of  town  gov- 
ernment reform  can  mean  an  improved  community  and  a 
safeguarding  of  individual  liberty.

of  the  town  of  Gilmanton,  New  Hampshire,  and  his  successors, 
or  other  official  of  said  school  having  supervision  of  said 
children  in  the  Town  of  Gilmanton,  and  to  be  known  as  the 
Ai  and  Annie  Gilman  Memorial  Scholarship." 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  Parents  and  Voters: 

Following  is  my  third  report  to  you  as  your  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools.  The  items  herein  reported  are  worthy 
of  your  attention.  It  is  our  intent  to  keep  you  informed  of 
the  school  need  as  well  as  the  many  fine  things  that  are 
happening  there  daily. 

PERSONNEL: 

As  a  result  of  Principal  David  Johnson's  resignation, 
Roger  Heath  was  elected  to  replace  him  by  the  School  Board. 
Leonard  Bruno  was  hired  as  a  7th  and  8th  grade  teacher 
moving  into  Mr.  Heath's  position.  Upon  Diane  Prescott's 
resignation,  Susan  Fraser  was  elected  as  fifth  grade  teacher. 

ENROLLMENT: 

Present  enrollment  figures  indicate  an  increase  of  12 
pupils  since  last  year.  The  1967-68  enrollment  stood  at  147 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  at  present  is  159.  Enroll- 
ment by  class  still  comparatively  small  which  gives  teachers 
the  advantage  of  working  on  a  more  individual  basis. 

CAFETERIA: 

Mi^.  Jane  Moorehead  with  the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Hazel 
Anair  are  fuiTiishing  the  pupils  with  excellent  lunches.  Gil- 
manton  is  fortunate  to  have  a  cafeteria  director  and  assistant 
so  dedicated  in  providing  this  necessary  service  to  the  boys 
and  girls. 

LIBRARY: 

A  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  books  continues  to 
improve  the  quality  of  the  Florence  M.  Durgin  Library.  The 
school  is  fortunate  to  have  an  excellent  volunteer  librarian, 
namely,  Mrs.  Anne  McKinna,  who  spends  much  time  in 
cataloguing  the  new  books  and  in  serving  as  librarian  for 
the  school. 

MAINTENANCE: 

As  the  result  of  an  accident,  Mr.  Roberts,  School  Cus- 
todian, had  to  relinquish  his  duties  and  spend  considerable 
time  in  the  hospital.  We  are  happy  that  he  has  recovered 
sufficiently  to  return  to  his  position  with  the  school  depart- 
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ment.  During  his  absence  we  were  fortunate  to  have  sub- 
stitute custodians  taking  the  place  of  Mr.  Roberts.  David 
McKinna  followed  by  Frank  McClary  and  finally  William 
Price  deserve  thanks  for  filling  in  at  a  time  when  the  school 
was  in  need  of  custodial  services.  A  small  tool  house  was 
purchased  and  erected  at  the  rear  of  the  school  for  storage 
of  some  pieces  of  maintenance  equipment  including  a  lawn 
mower. 

LEACHING  FIELD: 

A  rather  lengthy  problem  developed  as  a  result  of  trying 
to  rectify  the  unfortunate  situation  regarding  the  school 
leaching  field.  Several  conferences  with  State  officials  result- 
ed in  the  necessity  of  hiring  a  qualified  engineer,  namely, 
Mr.  Richard  Kent,  to  study  the  problem.  His  recommenda- 
tion was  going  to  cost  considerably  more  than  was  placed  in 
the  budget  for  the  present  school  year.  Mr.  Kent  was  asked 
to  draw  up  specifications  for  building  a  new  leaching  field 
some  distance  from  the  school  for  installing  a  new  septic  tank 
and  for  installing  pumps  which  would  be  necessary.  Although 
bids  were  requested,  there  was  but  one  response.  The  School 
Board  felt  that  due  to  the  lateness  of  the  season,  it  would  be 
advisable  to  wait  until  spring  before  further  action  was  taken. 
It  is  expected  that  before  another  school  year  this  work  will 
be  completed. 

SALARIES: 

It  is  expected  that  next  year  all  teachers  in  Gilmanton 
will  be  on  the  proper  step  of  the  salary  scale  as  adopted  by 
the  School  Board.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  Gilmanton 
has  one  of  the  lowest  salary  scales  in  the  state  based  on  a 
3%  index.  Most  salary  scales  in  New  Hampshire  are  based 
on  a  4%  or  5%  index  with  several  as  high  as  6%.  If  Gilman- 
ton is  to  continue  to  maintain  good  teaching  personnel  it 
must  have  a  competitive  salary  scale  not  only  to  retain  but 
to  attract  good  teachers  should  this  be  necessary. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  cooperation 
of  the  Gilmanton  School  Board  members,  namely,  Mrs.  Sybil 
Bryant,  Chairman,  Mrs.  Anne  McKinna  and  Mr.  William 
Somero.  I  wish  to  commend  Mr.  Heath  for  the  fine  work 
he  has  done  this  year  in  the  administration  of  the  school, 
also  the  splendid  cooperation  of  the  teaching  staff.  We  appre- 
ciate the  fine  services  of  Mrs.  Bellavance,  the  school  nurse. 
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Mr.  George  Nelson  and  his  bus  drivers.  We  want  to  wish 
Mr.  George  Roberts  continued  improvement  in  health  and 
are  pleased  that  he  has  been  able  to  return  to  his  former 
duties.  It  is  evident  that  he  takes  great  pride  in  keeping  the 
school  neat  and  the  grounds  in  good  shape.  The  citizens  of 
the  community  are  to  be  commended  for  their  continued 
interest  and  financial  support  in  their  new  school.  The  pupils 
of  Gilmanton  desei^e  no  less  than  the  best  that  Gilmanton 
can  provide  for  their  education.
